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Brothaan mi firet investigated upon rooeipt of information from 
Elisabeth T, Bentley to the offoot tint In about May, 1940, she ni intro- 
duood to Brothman, whoso photograph aha identif i«4, by jhoob Qolot, known 
Soviet ospionago agent, who told bar that Brothaan would furnish hor with 
oortain bluo prints. In tho wmrnr of 1940, until tho fall of that year, ‘ 
sho set with Brothman about ten tines, and obtained blue prists from him 
for Solos* Bentley stated that in the fall of 1940 Golos beosm* disgusted 
with Brothman and told her he wae turning Brothman ower to someone else* 

(hi May 29, 1947, Brothman wae lute rvi owed, and after first denying 
that he recognized the nans or photograph of Solos, did admit that he reoog- 
nised a photograph of Bartley, whom he said he knew as ■Helen, « end there*, 
after admitted that he did reoognise the photograph of Golos* Brothaan 
related that some time in 1938 or 1939 Golos osae to his office at 114 last 
32nd Street, at which time he (Brothaan) was operating under the firm name 
of Republic Chemical Machinery Company* Golos claimed to haws contacts with 
the Russian Go remnant by reason of which he wae In a position to got contrasts 
from the Russian Gtwerumsnt for Brothman if Brothaan would turn orer to him ‘ 
blue prints ef oortain products on which Brothaan was working at the t ime * 
the blue prints in question were his own property, ao cording to Brothman, who 
stated that Golos ri sited hie of floe on sereral occasions thereafter until he 
Introduced him to *H»len.“ Goloe adrised Brothman that %le* would, in the 
future, obtain the blue print* whioh he had been accustomed to giro to Golos* 

Melon wi sited Brothman** office orer a dozen times during 1938-1939-1940. 

Some time in 1940 eh* stopped coming to Brothaan »• office, and another 
Individual named Harry Gold earn* to hit offie* and said he represented Golos. 

Gold wlsited Brothaan** office on a number of occasions during 1940 and 1941, 
and obtained blue print* from Brothman, He said that at that time Gold was 
living in Philadelphia and used to make the trip to Mew York to obtain the 
blue prints approximately every three weeks. To the best of Brothman** 
reoolleotion, the last time Gold picked up the blue print* was late in 1941 > ; 
or early 1942. Be was emphatie in stating that Gold was the last individual 
to pick UP *ny blue prints or material to be furnished to Golos* fie said 
that at the time of the interview (May 29, 1947) Harry Gold waa employed by 
him as a chemist in his laboratory at Elmhurst, long Island* (1QO-S66040*3,p.l7,18.) 

Brothman oontinued to operate his oompany, Republlo Chemical 
Machinery Company, whioh was performing design work on chemical mac hine s being 
manufactured by the Hendrick Manufacturing Company of Carbondale, P enns ylv ania 
until about June, 1942. During this time, and since February, 1941, Arthur 
Fhineas Weber was employed by Brothman In tho ^epublio Chemical Machinery 
Company, Upon the termination of ttiat oompany in about June, 1942, Bro ttman 
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_ i and Weber became associated with Henry A. Golwynne in the Chonurgy Des ign 

Corporation, 420 Lexington Arenas, Her York City, Brothman was Tioe President 
and Weber was Seoretaiy of this corporation, While with Chamurgy Design 
Corporation, Brothman made oontaot in early 1943 with Theodore Heilig, 
President of Bsgal Cheaioal Corporation, who was endeavoring to set a, 
system for filling methyl bromide ampules for the Tedlee Clwmieal Corporation 
and to develop a method of filling Aersol diepenaers. Later, Brothaan and 
Weber signed a contract with the Segal and Tedlee Companies and began work on 
tbs development of the Aersol filling machines, la the eourse of this work, 
Brothman developed an autqmatlo maohine for filling Aersol bombs in the field 
and a valve for Aersol dispensers, as well as a process for making DDT, 
Brothman insisted that all of, this work was his own, to the exclusion of libber, 
Brothman also olaimed that Heilig was interestsd in doubleorossing the 
Bridgeport Brass Company and obtaining that oonpanyU Aersol contract for 
himself, is a result, differences aroes between Heilig and Weber on the one 
hand end Brothman on the other. According to Brothman, Heilig attempted to 
induoe him to slgm over to Heilig the devioes and prooess mentioned above by 
refusing to support Weber's claim forSeleotivs Serrtoe deferment unless 
Brothman did so* A his conflict continued until August, 1944, when Heilig - 
showed Brothman a copy o t a document In whloh Weber bad allied away these 
devioes and the DDT prooess. 

At this time, in August, 1944, Brothman broke hie oonneetion with * 
Weber and Heilig and opened his own firm, Abraham Brothman and Assooiatee, 
©onsulting engineers, 114 East 82nd Street, Hew York City, whieh later moved 
to 29-28 diet Avenue, Inng Island City, where it Is presently looated* The . 
partnership of this firm oonaisted of Brothman, Emil Z, Barlsh, Gerhard Wollsn 
Oscar J. Yago, and Jtoles Xorehien. (66-67449-4) Hons of these partners are * 
presently associated with Brothman in this business, which, as of lfaroh, 1949, 
was reportedly a partnership of Brothman and Miriam Ifoskowits, former 
Secretary of , Brothman. (100-566040-3, page 29) 

BrotJmian also maintains the Abraham Brothman A Assooiatee Laboratory 
at 8603 5Tth Avenue, Blmhnrst, Long Island, (100-365040-1, page 2) Harry 
Gold, as will be teen later, was interviewed at this laboratory on May 29. . 
1947, and apparently worked there since February, 1946. (100-365040-5 ,p, 20,22.) 
»»ot date on which this laboratory was established is not known.

On May 29, 1947, upon receiving the above-mentioned information 
about Harry Gold from Abraham Brothman, Gold m interviewed at tha A* 
Brothman Associates Laboratory, €603 - 67th At quo*, Elmhurst, Long 
Island* 

Briefly, at that time Sold stated that he vat bom December 12, 
1910, in Switzerland and had come to the United States in 1914 with his 
parents, Sam and Celia Gold, both of whom were bom in Russia* At that 
time their name was Golodxdtsky, which eras changed to Gold at the time 
they were naturalised. Gold claimed to be a derivative eitisen through 
naturalisation of his parents* After a short time Gold mowed to Phila- 
delphia, where, in 1929, he became employed by the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company in tjhelr laboratories* 

Later, Gold attended night school at the Drezel 1 Institute lm 
Philadelphia, the Uniwerflty of Pennsylvania, and Colombia University* and 
shortly the re aft a r obtained leave of absenoe from the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company to attend Xavier University, Cincinnati, Olio, where he received a 
B8 degree stmuna owe laude in June* 1940* He gave his address in Philadelphia 
at 68-23 Kindred Street, where his parents permanently reside, but stated 
he was presently renting a room with a family named Pereira, 4209 Hampton 
Street, Elmhurst, Long Island. 

Gold said he had been employed off and on sinoe 1929 with the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company sad that during this employment he became 
friendly with Carter Boodless, whose fatly r was an offioial in the oosqmny* 

Xu October* 1940, Gold and Hoodless attended a meeting of the American 
Chemical Society at the Franklin institute* Philadelphia, at the conclusion ; 
of whloh Hoodies a introduced him to a man he reoalled ae John Golosh or 
Golish* Gold identified a photograph of Jacob Golos as being the person to 
whom he referred. 

Gold continued that after the meeting and introduction, he and 
Golos went to a restaurant on Broad Street in Philadelphia, possibly Lew 
Tendler’s Restaurant, where they remained until 2t30 AM* During this time ' 
Golos propositioned Gold, saying that he had eonneotions with sows 
individuals in a foreign country, not naming tbs country, and also had ' 
connections with Abraham Brothman in Hew Tork who was turning over to him 
eertain bins prints in tbs ohemical field* G«los told Gold that he had to 
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h«v« a recognised chemist who would go to See York City and contact 
Brothm&n end obtain .from Brothm&n the bine prints end then evaluate them 
on a chemical basis* Gold said that no financial agreement was made, but 
that there was an understanding that he would receive some reward for tM# 
work* . 


Gold stated that about two weeks after this meeting he telephoned 
Brothman in New fork City, introduced himself as a representative of Golos, 
and made an appointment to go to New fork City to see Brothoan. Gold kept 
this appointment, making his first trip to New York City, where he contacted 
Brothoan sometime _in November, 1%0* The meeting occurred in the evening 
in an unrecalled restaurant in downtown New York City* The two had dinner 
together and Brothman- turned over blue prints to him* . ... 

Gold said that for the next six months he made visits to New York 
City on the average of every three weeke. (This would be approximately 
•ight trips*) He said all the trips were in the evening as he had to attend 
to his job during the day. He also stated he returned to Philadelphia on 
the same day he went to New York City, and on no occasion did he stay over- 
night in New York, .. , ... 

firing this same period, he received four or five telephone calls 
from Golos, who always stated that they would have to get together very 
ahortly for a meeting, which meeting never took place, however, according to 
Gold. Gold said the last telephone call from Goloe waa in Kay, 1941, after 
which he had no further word from Golos* 

Gold said that after his second or third trip to New York City 
and the telephone calls from Golos, he became disinterested in the proposition, 
but that in the meantime he and Brothm&n had become quite friendly. He said 
Brothmap exhibited an Interest in his career as a chemist, and in this regard 
had given him several odd jobs to perform and had paid him for this work. He 
said that ever since 1941 Brothman had been interested in having Gold go with 
his organisation on a full-time basis, but that it was not until February, 1946, 
that he could see his way clear to accept such employment, which he did at 
that time. , • 

Gold denied any financial agreements with Golos, claiming he never 
received a cent from Golos, and had seen Golos on the one occasion only In 
October, 1940* He insisted that be stood the expenses for the tripe to 
New York City on the first two occasions, ‘after which he became friendly with 
Brothoan and Brothoan would give him a five-doll&r bill to cover the expenses*

Mr* K* P* Smith, Personnel Direotor, Pennsylvania Suglr Company, 
Philadelphia, furnished the personnel record of Sold which. reflected that 
he wm first hired by that oempsay on January 2 , 1929, as an assistant 
chemist, remaining until August SI, 1930, when he left of his own aocerd. 
Be was re hired April 26, 1932, and was laid off beoause of lack of work on 
December 16, 1932* During this tine Gold worked as a chemist on the 
production of oarbon dioxide gas. He was again hired on Septanber 18, 

1933, as a laboratory assistant and regained in that position until 
September 15, 1938, when he again left of hi* own accord. On July 1, 1940, 
he wag rehired as a chemist In the alcohol plant and remained In this Job 
until February 1, 194®, when the company sold its alcohol-making equipment 
and discontinued the operation. 1$ was at this tine that Gold took up 
employment with Brothoan* 


Mr* Smith stated he knew Q old well. while the latter was employed 
at the Pennsylvania Sugar Company. He said that when Gold was first hired 
be was a conscientious worker and that during the course of his employment 
he had attended achool and oontlnued his education. Be said Gold was an 
intelligent, shrewd man, .but that his woric as a chemist during the latter 
part of his employment was not completely satisfactory as he required, a 
great deal of supervision. 


Mr. Smith said that Gold and Hoodless beoams friendly when they 
worked together as young men and that Gold’s knowledge of ohendrtry and 
assistance to Hoodless during the time they worked at the alcohol plant 
placed Hoodies a under some obligation to him. He also stated he was well 
acquainted with Hoodlesa, who is now deoeased* He said Boodless was wild 
and irresponsible and had a wide range of acquaintances from all classes of 
society* His father, Charles Hoodless, was continually putting him to work 
in various departments at the plant in the hope of settling him down, art 
at times paid him out of his own pocket, the records of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, Philadelphia, oontain a death oertifioate for Carter 
Hoodless indicating he died July 2, 1942. Ho had been born JUne 26, 1908, 
in Mississippi* Bs died from oanoer* (66-56402-2583, page 12) . k . 

On March 3, 1960, Arthur Fhineas Weber, mentioned above as a 
former associate of Abraham Brotbman, was interviewed concerning associates 
of Brottaan* He mentioned that one Prank Sappier (ph) was an associate of 
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Brothasn, whoa he, Weber, first mat 1 a 1st* 1943 when Espplsr «tas% -visit 
Brothman at Ch«anrgy Design Corporation. He said that Sappier mi ir per- t 
tonal friend jof Brothman sad there was no business oonneotlon between the ' 
two, though he belle-red that Sappier was in a similar business to that ef 
Brothman* He said he last saw Keppler in early 1944* (65-58806-834)* On 
March 20, 1950, Weber selected the photograph ef Harry Sold, identifying 
Sold ae the person he knew as Prank Keppler* (65-58606-752) 

A. photograph ef Harry Gold has been viewed by both the Helmsmans 
and by ?uoha without ef footing an identification. An effort to check the 
absences of Gold f ran the Pennsylvania Sugar Company met with negative 
results, the company not having maintained leave reoords during the time 
ef his employment there* ■ ,

Prom Movember 28 to December 28, 1945, after the reoeipt of the 
Information about Brothnan from Elisabeth t. Bentley, he was plaoed under 
physical surveillance and on numerous occasions during that time he was 
observed in the ocnpany of his secretary, Miriam Moskowits, 154 (probably 
151 8th Avenue, Mew York City. Prom hie association with her it waa 
indioated that he might be having an affair with her. As of Movember 28, 
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Moskowit* ie known to hare had a power of attorney to sign check* v 
on Brothman*s personal cheeking account opened August S, 1944. at the 
32nd Street .Office of the national City Bank, Nf* fork City, though the 
date on which this power of attorney was first given is unknown, (100-365040- 
1, pages 4, 11) * On October 11, 1946, the business of A, Brothman and 
Associates was. registered by Brothman, Moskowit*, and Oscar J, Vago, and on 
fune 2, 194S, the latter sold hie interest to his partners, leaving Moskowit* 
as the only remaining partner of Brothman, She wae previously employed as a 
secretary in the War Manpower Commission, New fork City, from the spring of 
1942 to August, 1944, and, therefore, it is possible that she began her 
employment with A, Brothman and Associates at the time of ite inception in 
August, I944, Moskowit* graduated from the City College of New fork in 1942 
and is 33 year* of age. (IOO-365O4O-3, page 29)* ' 

Attached hereto ia a review of the information in the Bureau <s files 
concerning Miri&m Uoskowlts, Briefly, it appears that on January 22, 1946, one 
Millie inquired of Moskowit* if she were doing anything to better herself as 
a Coomnnlst Party member, saying that Moskowit* had removed herself from the 
struggle, M ill ie indicated that Miriam had no excuse new inasnuch as she di ** 
not have to worry about her boss, apparently referring to Brothman.

•they still persist in investigating.* Vago advised Ben to go to the national 
Lawyers Guild or to see Martin Popper* . 

A photograph of Vago has been displayed to both of the Eeinemans 
end to subject Fuohs.

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FUCHS to the United States subsequent to Juno, 1946, his itinerary, and 
other information which could be obtained from the State Department 
records* It is pointed out that such information would lessen the amount *, 
of investigative activity and that it would more closely confine FUCHS' 
period of activity in the United Statos. The Albany Office has no 
information on these visits of FUCHS at this writing. 

According to KRISTEL HEINHMAN, the unknown Schenectady scientist 
had worked at Los Alamos with FUCHS and at the time of the visit was 
allegedly employed on a one-year contractual basis by a commercial 
company. Inasmuch as the General Electric Company was at that time and 
still is the only commercial company in Schenectady engaged in atomic 
research, it is logical to assume that the unknown Schenectady scientist 
was employed by the General Electric Company, 

Operating on this basis and with the cooperation of Dr. GLEN 
ff. G3DDINGS, Personnel Director of the Research Laboratory, and Captain 
J, S. EVANS, U.S.N, Retired, Security Officer, Knolls Atomic Power Labora- 1 
tory. General Electric Company, the personnel files of all members of the 
Research Laboratory who had worked at Los Alamos were discreetly reviewed, 
descriptions noted and photographs examined without identifying the un- 
known Schenectady scientist, the files of all past employees in the 
Research Laboratory were also examined with this purpose in mind. It was 
determined that in the summer of 1946, while Dr. HANS A. BETHE of Cornell 
University was spending time at General Electric Company at Schenectady 
in fulfillment of his contract as a consultant to the company, and 
conferring with their personnel upon the initiation of the General Electric 
Company into the field of atomic energy at Schenectady, several other well- 
known physicists who had worked at Los Alamos came to Schenectady at the 
invitation of Dr f C. GUY SUITS, General Electric Vice-President and Director 
of the Research Laboratory, to engage in his'iaild sumiqr session on nuclear 
physics"* .Those men inolpded Drs. ; RpBERT, / J^MARSHAK^TO'd^^'^versity of 
Rochester and RICHARD PJJtFEYNMAN 1 University, both of whom were 

well acquainted with ana had associated with FUCHS at Los Alamos 4 They 
engaged in research work at Buildings 5 and 37 of the Research Laboratory 
and were classified as temporary employees. 

The records of the General Electric Company show that ROBERT 
E. HAHSHAK was employed in the Research Laboratory from June 17 tp 
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August 9, 1946. He advised he was bom on October 11, 1916 at New York City 
and that his father was born in Minsk, Russia and his mother in Beresina, 
Russia. His file showed that he had received a BA at Columbia in 1936, a 
Ph.D. in Physics at Cornell in 1939 fend had been employed from 1939 to 1942 
as an Associate Professor of Physics at Cornell; from 1942 to 1943 had 
worked at the Radiation Laboratory at Cornell under the Office of Scientific 
Research Development Contract; from 1943 to 1944 he had worked for the 
Department of Science and Industrial Research, British Government at 
Montreal, Canada under Dr, GEORQJ. flACZEK, and from 1944 through 1946 
had worked for the University of California at Los Alamos under Dr. HANS 
A, BETHE. From 1946 he had been engaged in teaching and research at the

The records of the General Electric Company show that RICHARD 
P. FEYNMAN was employed by the Research Laboratory from Juno 17 to July 
16, 1946. His file showed that he had been born May XX, 1918 at New 
York City; that his father had been born in Minsk, Russia, and his mother 
in New York City. He advised he received a BS in Physics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1939 and a Ph.D. in Physics at Princeton 
University in 1942. He listed employment from December, 1941 to April, 

1943 at Princeton University on war research; From April, 1943 to November, 
1945 at the University of California at los Alamos, under Dr. HANS A. BETHE 
in theoretical physics; from November, 1945 to June, 1946 at Cornell Uni- 
versity in teaching and research. 


It is pointed out that in the report of SA BRENTON S. GORDON 
dated February 22, 1950 at Boston that MARTIN DEUTSCH had stated that he 
was one of the Americans most closely associated with FUCHS at Los Alamos. 
He also stated that next to himself, the moat close associate of FUCHS at 
lea Alamos was ROBERT E. MARSHAK. MARSHAK'S name also Appeared in FUCHS' 
personal notebook and he was named by Dr* BETHE and FEYNMAN upon interview 
as a close associate of FUCHS, MARSHAK is presently employed in the Depart- 
ment of Physics at the University of Rochester and resides at 1525 Highland 
Avenue, Rochester, New York. The Albany Office does not have the benefit 
of any contact with or interview of MARSHAK by the Buffalo Office in this 
case.

In connection with the unknown Schenectady scientist, it is quite . 
possible, as will be indicated by the following facts, that tho scientist 
that FUCHS came to visit while accompanied by his sister wa3 actually Dr. 
HANS A. BETHE, and that the man to whose home FUCHS went for dinner 
accompanied by KRISTEL HEINEMAN, was actually Dr, ROBERT E. HARSHAK* It 
is also quite likely that the fact that BETHE, MARSHAK and FETNMAN were 
all at the General Electric Company, Schenectady, New Tork, at the same 
time might have Influenced FUCHS to make this visit prior to returning 
to England in June of 1946. It also seems highly improbable that upon 
the occasion of his visit to Schenectady that FUCHS would fail to visit 
MARSHAK, who was reportedly a very close associate and social acquaintance 
of his. Investigation has determined that while in Schenectady from June 
17 to August 9, 1946, MARSHAK sublet tho residence of Dr. LEONARD B. 

CLARK, Chairman of the Department of Biology, Union College, This resi- 
dence is located at 900 St. Davids Lane, Schenectady, just two blocks east 
of Ahe former residence of Dr, GEORGE PLACZEK, previously mentioned, and 
this residence compares favorably with the description provided by KRISTEL 
HEINEMAN. This house is located on the corner of St. Davids Lane and Vrooman 
Avenue, It is a Cape Cod stylo house with slate roof, uneven brick front 
and side walls with brown shingle leant 0 and garage. The house faces south- 
west and faces the intersection of St# Davids Lane and Vrooman Avenue. It 
is shielded by several large pine trees and numerous small birch trees, 

A driveway approaches the house from the left from Vrooman Avenue, leads 
to the garage, makes a circle around several trees and returns to Vrooman 
Avenue, forming a perfect loop# There are two small sections of white 
fence in tho front yard half-way between the house and the intersecting 
streets. There is no sidewalk and approach is apparently made to tho

Hotel, where he was residing* He advised that he resided at the hotel for 
about a week after his arrival on June 17, 1946, and when Dr. MARSHAK sublet 
a house at 900 St. Davids Lane, he moved In with the MARSHAKS and stayed there 
until his departure on July 10, 1946. •' 


Mrs. LEONARD B. CLARK, 900 St. Davids . Lane, Schenectady, New York, 
had previously advised that at the request of some official. at the Research 
laboratory. General Electric Company, she and her husband had made their 
home available as temporary living quarters for General Electric personnel 
while they vacationed in Canada in the sunnier of 1946, .Mrs, CLARK advised 
that she sublet her place from June 24, 1946 to August 9, 1946 to Dr. ROBERT

Upon recollection and when advised that MARSHAK had sublet^his 
sunnier place on June 24, 1946, the day before FUCHS’ visit, BETHE stated that 
he felt sure that FUCHS and his sister had accompanied him via bus to 900 
St. Davids Lane. He stated that even if FUCHS had seen MARSHAK at the 
General Electric Company in the afternoon, that he would have wanted to pay '; r 
a visit to Mrs. MARSHAK and that he was quite certain that FUCHS did so. 

BETHE further stated that it was quite possible that they had dinner at the 
MARSHAK’S residence, although he advised that he would have hesitated about , v 
bringing home to dinner guests at the MARSHAK's. BETHE advised that three 
graduate students doing sunnier work at the General Electric Company periodically 
dropped in to visit MARSH AK an d himself. He recalled these three students as 
COllRAJ^MNCailRE and ARTHfl^TI^TMAN, both of Rochester, and a fellow named 
' S "^C(ATZ, rrbm New Haven, Connecticut, who was stuping at Massachusetts Insti- V' 
tute of Technology* He stated that it was highly probable that these three 
young students stopped at the MARSHAK home during the visit of FUCHS and his ‘

Reference is made to Los Angeles letter dated February 27, 1950, 
reflecting interview of FEXNUAN in which he recalled a meeting with FUCHS 
which took place in 1946, probably at Cornell University and at which he 
thought BETHE, PEIERIS, FUCHS and himself were present. It is possible 
that FEINMAN's recollection of these two meetings with FUCHS at Schenectady 
and Ithaca as described above were recalled by FEENMAIT as one visit. 

■ From the above information it can be definitely stated that the 
unknown Schenectady scientist mentioned in the report of SA BREWTON S. 

GORDON dated 2-22-50 at Boston has been identified as Dr* HANS A. BETHE.

pounds, broad shoulders. BETHE is described as age 40 in 1946, S'U",
